Changing the Entire Dynamic of the Neighbourhood

The Town of Fort Erie was excited to be part of the 
unveiling announcement by the Region of Niagara on 
July 20,2017 at the site of the abandoned County Fair 
Mall, located at 200 Garrison Road. Regional Chair, 

Alan Caslin, spoke about the importance of providing 
high quality, responsive long-term care services in the 
Niagara Region and described the redevelopment of the 
11 acre site to include a new, modern Gilmore Lodge with 
a campus of facilities and services that will better meet 
the needs of Niagara’s aging population. Staff from the 
present 80 bed Gilmore Lodge facility were on hand and 
excited about their future workplace and the improved 
environment a new facility will provide for their many 
residents. 

Fort Erie Mayor, Wayne Redekop, described how the 
project will revitalize and change the entire dynamic 
of the neighbourhood. The Mayor also noted that the 
location has existing infrastructure and sits on an 
existing transit route. 



Regional Councillor, Sandy Annunziata, noted 
during the unveiling that this is one of his greatest 
accomplishments as a Regional Councillor as the project 
not only creates an incredible campus style build but 
also shows how well the Region and municipality have 
worked together to make this a reality. 

Construction on the new facility is expected to begin in 
2019.

Roads Resurfacing 


With Fall underway, the Town’s annual Road Resurfacing 
program continues with the rehabilitation of the 14 kms of 
roads identified as part of its five-year Road Resurfacing 
program. 

How are the roads rated and ranked? 

Town roads are inspected and rated by Town engineering 
staff. Ratings include factors such as ride condition ratings 
and the physical condition of the road. 

Once the road is rated, Town engineers use a risk-based 
formula to rank the Town roads and identify road priorities. 
The formula is based on a Pavement Condition Index (PCI) 
(scale: 100-1) x Road Classification (scale: 1-6). 

For example, 

Road A: 60 (PCI) x 4 (Road Class) = 240 
Road B: 50 (PCI) x 5 (Road Class) = 250 

Road A is considered a higher priority road when compared 
to Road B; the lower the road rating, the higher the priority. 

Other factors affecting road priorities include: 

• Roads that have a Pavement Condition Index of 45 
and lower are automatically slated for reconstruction 
not resurfacing because they are considered too far 
deteriorated to be effectively rehabilitated. 

• Ifasewerorwatermain replacement project is planned 
in the 10-year capital program, only maintenance 
activities will be completed until reconstruction occurs 
as part of the project.

What are the types of road resurfacing & 
reconstruction used? 

Road Resurfacing 

• Hot Mix Overlay - A new layer of asphalt is placed on top 
of the existing road. 

• Hot Mix Mill and Overlay - A portion of the existing 
asphalt road is milled off and a new layer of asphalt is 
placed on the milled surface. 

• Surface Treatment (aka tar and chip sealing) - Asphalt 
emulsion is sprayed on top of the existing road surface 

or other base material and is coated with a fine aggregate. 

Road Reconstruction 

• The existing asphalt roads are pulverized and replaced 
with new asphalt. 

• The existing asphalt roads are excavated and replaced 
with a new granular base and new asphalt. 

• The existing surface treated roads are pulverized and 
replaced with new double surface treated emulsion and 
fine aggregate. It may also include a layer of recycled 
asphalt pavement. 

• The existing surface is pulverized, graded and compacted 
with a dust suppressant application. 

How much money is dedicated to fixing our roads? 

In the 2017 Capital Budget, Town Council allocated $1.58 
million to the Roads Resurfacing program. In order to 
maximize the dollars committed to the Roads Resurfacing 
program, Town Council approves the annual budget 
early in the year; thus, allowing for early tendering and 
favourable pricing.

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Tree Removal 

Ash trees make up about 60-75 
percent of all trees in Fort Erie. Last 
year, Town staff estimated that 
about 16,500 Ash trees in Fort Erie 
were infested with the Emerald Ash 
Borer, with 80 per cent located on 
private property. The Town will be re¬ 
moving select trees from its property 
and residents and businesses are 
reminded that it is their responsibil¬ 
ity to manage or remove trees on 
their own properties.

What you need to know about the 
Emerald Ash Borer 


What is the Emerald Ash Borer? 

The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) is an introduced 
insect pest from Asia that attacks and kills all 
species of true ash trees by feeding beneath 
the bark and disrupting the flow of water and 
nutrients within the tree. It was first discovered in 
the Niagara Region in 2009. 

How much damage can it cause? 

The mortality rate of EAB infested trees can 
happen as fast as one year; however, it typically 


What will happen to the Town-owned ash tree near my property? 
Town-owned ash trees will be identified, tagged and marked 
with white paint by the Town Arborist to indicate the action to be 
taken. Trees marked with an “X” or “X & H” have been tagged for 
removal. Trees marked with a white “dot” identify the tree is in 
healthy condition and require maintenance trimming to ensure 
continued health. 

What is the Town doing? 

In 2017, the Town dedicated $400,00 for the trimming and 
removal of trees on Town property; a 100% increase over last 
year’s budget. Throughout the year, staff will be inspecting Ash 
trees and will be addressing the most serious cases first 
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Water & Wastewater 


The Town of Fort Erie prides itself 
on delivering safe drinking water to 
its customers. To ensure the water 
is safe, our staff maintains and 
continuously improves the Town’s 
Drinking Water Quality Management 
System as required by the Ontario 
Safe Drinking Water Standards. 

In addition, Town water is monitored 
at the source, during treatment, 
after treatment and within the 
distribution system. Samples 
are taken at the intakes, at the 
treatment plant and at distribution 
sites and then sent to certified 
laboratories for testing. Some tests 
are conducted on site such as a 
chlorine analysis.

Winter Control 


How and when will Town streets be plowed? 

Our GOAL is to maintain safe winter driving conditions on 
all major roads, including emergency vehicle, school bus and 
transit routes. We clear, sand and salt Town roads meeting or 
exceeding minimum standards required by the Province. 

Each snowplow is designated on 1 of 14 routes of Town roads 
to clear. Staff act as soon as a snow event/storm begins. 
Temperature, forecasts and rain all determine how and when 
plowing, sanding or salting should take place. 

MINOR EVENT (less than 5cm) 

SIGNIFICANT EVENT (5-300111) 

MAJOR EVENT (30+ cm) 

Snow Plowing Priorities in order of service: 

1) Major Arterial Roads 

2) Major Collector Roads & Bus Routes 

3) Business areas, Town facilities 

4) Local Residential Streets 

5) Sidewalks 

When will I see a plow in front of my house? 

It is our GOAL to address all roads within 24 hours of a snow 
event, but occasionally we have a snow fall that prevents us 
from meeting this goal. We work day and night to get to all our 
designated routes. 


NO SPACE: 

Our bylaws prohibit anyone from shoveling, blowing or plowing 
snow onto our sidewalks or roads. You could be ordered to 
remove it or face a penalty if our crews have to do the job for you. 

Clear any snow or ice from your sidewalks 

Snow and ice covered sidewalks pose a great danger to 
pedestrians. The elderly, people with strollers, scooter users, 
transit riders and those with health or mobility restrictions 
count on the Town of Fort Erie and its residents to remove 
snow from sidewalks within 24 hours after the end of a 
snowfall. 

Know your neighbourhood. 

The Town clears snow and ice from municipal roads only. Roads 
owned by the Regional Municipality of Niagara, Niagara Parks 
Commission or the Ministry of Transportation are cleared by 
their crews and/or contractors. Road class is determined by the 
number of vehicles that travel the road and the posted speed 
limit. All roads in Fort Erie have a classification. 



Before and after you hear the plow...how can you HELP? 

Please don’t park where we plow! 

Parked vehicles at the curb prevent us from clearing your 
streets in a safe and efficient way. Make way for our plows 
after a snowfall and remember from November 1 to March 
31 every year, on-street parking is prohibited by bylaw from 
2:00 a.m. to 7:00 a.m. Vehicles obstructing snow clearing 
operations during those hours are subject to a fine and may 
be towed at your expense. Please move your vehicles into 
driveways or parking lots so our crews can pass. 

Give us space. 

DRIVEWAY SPACE: We know shoveling is hard work. It is 
our priority to clear roads on the travelled portion of roadways 
but plow operators have limited control over amounts and the 
direction of snow being left behind. However, (looking out from 
your front door to the roadway) if you can pile your snow on the 
right side of your driveway and make our drivers a pocket for the 
pushed snow to fill in on the left side, this can greatly reduce 
having to go out and re-shovel after our crews have been by.

© Building a Fence? 

If you are considering building a fence this Fall, a building permit is not required, 
however, residents should be aware of property lines and maximum height provisions 
under the Town's Fence bylaw. 

Ideally, neighbours should discuss the erection of a fence on mutual property lines. 

Also, the sidewalk is not necessarily the lot line, as the municipality may own some 
landscaping between the sidewalk and lot line. Residents are encouraged to consult a 
survey of their property prior to building a fence. 

Please remember the following general regulations if you are considering building a fence 
this season: 

• Front Yard fences can be a maximum of 1 metre high 

• Side Yard fences can be a maximum of 2.3 metres high 

• Rear Yard (residential) fences can be a maximum of 2.3 metres high
